Mews from the States. 

Hopes of peace in t lie Stales were of the 
most illusory character. The quiet of the 
Rappahannock has bcoti broken j ami tin» 
other tomlile battle lias been fuughl. Burn- 
side threw 40.000 men across the river, and 
enRBtreil the Confederates. The fust day ul 
the BjjhtJ his troi.pn slept on the field. At 
the end of the secuiid day's light, llicy ro- 
crossed the river to their old position. Pos- 
sibly llum-iiia may imagine thut the latter 
will entitle him to a tahleuu in the rotunda 
of the Capitol like Leutze's " Washington 
: Crossing the I)uliiwiire." If it shall, we Bho.ll 
be disappointed. We can see nothing in it 
except the proof of being whipped, and 
whipped badly. The miraculous Confederate 
. Rcnerals, i\ ho have Itie army of Jackson in the 
Slienand.iali Valley, nnd the main boily 
under Lee in Richmond, but say the word, 
ami they are nil concentrated wherever ihe 
Federals attempt In strike a blow. Lee, 
Jackson ami L ingstreel al the head of 200 000 
men, according to Federal account*, confront 
Bnrnciile with ID 1.000. Surh figures as 
lhese on the part of the Federal news cooks 
neither speak u word in lavoi of Northern 
generalship nor Northern numbers. The 
Smith, numerically weaker, comes up 
strongest. Wo are inclined to beliero thai 
Biinisiile is badly whipped; and iheae 
figures, us issued, uto put forth to excuse the 
whipping. A private dispatch, received 
later thai] the published bulletins, of which 
mention is made in a letter received by the 
steamer, puts down the loss of Buruside at 
C5.0J0 men, with the loss of large quantities 
of supplies. Let that pass lor what it is 
Worth! But tlio wires are down, says the 
Bulletin. Thai is deemed a suspicious cir- 
cumstance, looking like an attempt lo pre- 
vent the liuth Irom escaping. But whatever 
credence may be attached to the rumored 
dispatch, or lo the speculations about the 
" wires doWn," there cun be no doubt about 
B inside being bculon back — his retreat 
ncross the river a defeat. His lirst battle, as 
'Commander of the Army of the Potomac, is 
a failure. The be.^t that can be said in his 
favor is, that his advance rnay bo purl of a 
■plan of operations to draw the Confederates 
lo Fredericksburg, whilst a Federal expedi- 
tion or expeditions approached Richmond 
from other directions, either Irom Al- 
bcrmuilc Sound, or YVeldotl, or by a licet 
up James and York rivers to get behind Leo's 
rear. Banks, who was rcporled lo be at the 
head ol an expedition of 75,000 or 100,000 lo 
approach Richmond via Albemarle Sound or 
Weldou through Petersburg, is evidently not 
there. Such a huge force as ho is reported to 
huve.would be lar loo large to let Lec test easy 
in front ol liurnside, except it be that the Con- 
federates have another large army in Rich- 
mond and its environs. If the latter be so, 
where is the chance of taking the city ? It is 
difficult, however, to believe that Buruside 
Vt'ttold ntternpl to fight the whole Confederate 
force without Some counter movements to 
weaken Lee's army. But we shall have to 
awaii further despatches to confirm or destroy 
the (speculation. A feverish state of excite- 
ment existed in Now York ubout the result 
ol the buttle. A reconstruction of the Cubi- 
nel and the recall of Mc.Clelhin is talked of 
We shall 'not be a whit surprised to see bnlh 
— and by 111 ending in a Dictatorship. Such 
reverses as have followed Federal arms in 
Virginia during the campaigns of '62 ure 
bound lo ultimate in peaee or military despot- 
ism. WlieHW Hooker or McClellun be the 
new man, or whether, which is more ptoba- 
ble, llal.Vck be a.-ked practically to work out 
bis ow n plans, mat lots are evidently approach 
ilig u civ-is. The North have got to whip 
the South or tiive up the conlesl.und acknow 
ledge itself whipped, or do like Hnglund did 
to t Ik' old colonies, acknowledge the inde- 
pendence of ihe South. Matters in the 
Southwest are evidently in a precarious 
situation. Presideiu Davis had repaired lo 
Mm free- boro and made a speech in which lit 
says that Tennessee shall be held al all haz 
arils. Previous telegrams leli the South wesl 
at the mercy ol ilia Federals. What eflee 
the C nfederute conjuror will have on events 
will probably be seen in the news about the 
first ol January, Al thai lime, however! Liu 
coin's piochimulimi is lo be issu.'d. The plot 
will then thicken. The last engine of the 
North will be set at Work. Let it fail and all 
fails but the inauguration of a Southern Na- 
tion. 

Departure of H. M, S. Hecate. 
U. M. S. Hecate, Captain Richards, leaves 
Kcqnimall at seven o'clock this morning, for 
Ktiiiluud, Shu arrived here in 18(i0, lo re 
lieve the Plumper, and to continue the survey 
of Vancouver Island. The Hecate com 
menced in 1 80 1 her survey at Barclay Sound 
where (he Plumper had left off. By the end 
of January it was finished and Clayoqunl 
Sound was commenced. Her operations 
were abruptly terminated on the 19th ol Au- 
gust, '61 by getting on a rock near Neuh 
Bav, which shortened the surveying season, 
ns she bad logo to Mare-Island dockyard for 
repairs. While there commander Mayno went 
home his place being supplied by Lieut Hand 
In Dccimber. n party of Ihe men under the 
charge of Lieul. Huilkln, built the obelisk ul 
Point Roberts, defining the Boundary be 
tween the United Stales and British Colum 
bin, under the treaty of 1840. Then she 
went into winter-quarlerg at Victoria. In 
April of this yeur, ihe Hecate commenced 
flie survey by going up to New Westminster 
and found riotliing but 18 feet of water in Ihe 
river- Frotri there she proceeded to Cape 
Scolt, ihe ship anchoring in North Harbor, 
in Kuskicmo Sound. The anchorage i- 
about Iwo miles in a northerly direction from 
Ihe entrance. There is plenty of coal there. 
The Indians nre conical headed, the head 
being compieescd lo a point al the lop from 
all sides ; but the women's heads are more 
conical than the men's, the lutler being 
but slighlly pyramidal. There the Indian 
currency •' iiiqi'as ', ihe bono of a shell fish, 
the size of a big qui 1 1, varying from 1 to 3 inchon 
in length is plentiful. The'' hiquos" money 
is deemed very valuable among the conti- 
nental ll (bans. Fioin Cape Scolt lo Woody 
Point, a distance ol about <15 miles, the sur- 
veys w ere done in the bouts. It was very 
dangerous and veiy hard work, owing to the 
swell oQthe Pacific; there being no place foi 
shelter for frnni lo IS miles, no even for a 
boat. At Klusbish, known as Port Brooks 
in ihe churls, there is a coal seam, and good 
nnohnrug". Nnspartee, the next lulul lo the 
south ol Woody Point, was then surveyed 
This inlet was a discovery, not having been 
marked on the churls. Alter finishing Ihe 
coast survey r.s far as Ihe entrance to Kspe 
rnnzo, the Hccuie returned lo Esqtiiina.lt, t 
leaving a pally in charge of Mr. Gowllaud 



to conduct the examination of another inlet, 
also n discovery, named Kayuket. After 
finishing the latter, tie commenced the survey 
of Noutka Sound on the" intervening coast. 

In the meantime whilst the Hecate was in 
Ksquimall, n surveying parly under Mr. 
Bedwcll, master, was despatched to Bute In- 
let to siuvey it and vicinity. Nolbiog re- 
mained to complete the survey of the Island 
but ISsparauxa Inlet, which on the- ships re- 
turn, in the middle of July, was done. Espur- 
anza, is a./ Inlet 14 miles long by from ono to 
two miles in width. The mountains are very 
high— 2000 lo 3000 feel— descending per- 
pendicularly to tho water, which is a 100 
fathoms deep and no bottom. The only an- 
chorage is within three miles of tho entrance 
on the north shore, known us Port Eliza on 
the chart. The ship thou went to Esquiot, 
10 miles snulb of Nootku, under a remarka- 
ble low thickly wooded point called Port Es- 
tevun. Esquiot is a splendid anchorage — Ihe 
best on tho coasl; Urge ships could beal 
in and out without the slightest danger. By 
ihe end ol August Ihe cnlirc survey of Van- 
couver Inland had been completed, having 
been commenced by the Plumper in 1858. 
Subsequently the Hecate went lo Fort Simp- 
son fur Indian murderers who were arrested. 
She also visited ihe copper mines on Queen 
Charlotte," Island and settled a dispule be- 
tween Ihe Indians and miners. 

The Ban-lay Sound language is spoken a9 
high up as Woody Point; to the north of 
thut the Indians do not Comprehend a word of 
il. The Indians ol the west coast d > not 
number over 3000. Tho largest tribe are the 
Kayukets, who number 700. j The west coast 
offers a good field for trading with the In- 
dians. Cold is reported by the Indians ut 
the head of Ihe Uuaquina Arm, Noolka 
Sound, 25 miles from Friendly Cove. The 
tribe who reside there number 48 men, dan- 
gerous fellows, and are called Muchalats. 
This Sound partakes of the sumo features as 
Esparanza Inlet. 

The last thing done was to make a large 
plan of Nanaimo harbor and lay down spar 
buoys. Whilst there a congratulatory and 
farewell address was presented loCapt. Rich- 
ards and Officers. A farewell visit was then 
paid to New Westminster, when Ihe Hecate 
returned to Esquimalt lo await orders from 
tile Admiralty to return home. 

'1 he Hecate from here goes lo San Fran- 
cisco ; than she culls at Norfolk Island, loach- 
ingat several islands in Ihe Pacific on her 
rouie. From there she goes to Sydney, Near 
South Wales; afterward through Torres 
straits and around the Capo ol Good Hope to 
England. Thus circumnavigating the globe. 

The officers who leave in the Hecate aro : 
Capt. G.H.Richards, Lieuts. H. Hand. P. Han. 
kin, Master li. P. Bedwcll, Dr. Wood, Pay- 
master Brown, Surgeon Wright, Assistant 
Surgeon S. Campbell, Second Masters J. T. 
Gowllard and S. A. Browning. These 
officers, with the exception of Lieut. Hand 
and Mr. Wright, came out in the Plumper. 
The other officers camo out in the Hecate, 
viz.: B. Corrie Assistant Paymaster, V. Van 
Donop, Midshipman; J. A. Mulen, Lewis nnd 
Wallar, Assistant Surgeons. 

Capl. Richards lias always taken a deep 
interest in everything that pertains to the 
welfare Of these colonies ; and his unusually 
accurate surveys demonstrate thut beyond a 
doubt. The oflicers of the Hecate leave Ihe 
colony with many regrets — the long time that 
they have beeu here has nude it a second 
home to them. Our citizeus who have eo- 
joyed Iheir acquaintance during their stay, iu 
liko manner deeply regret iheir departure. To 
bid them " good bye" is to take a long, but 
we hope not a last, lure well of old and valued 
friends. A safe voyage homo to the Hecate, 
her gallant officers and crew,

From British Columbia. 

The steamer Enterprise arrived from New 
"Westminster yesterday morning, with 60 pas- 
sengers. The fog was so dense on the way 
d&\5 11 that f,liu missed Plomper Vass, getting 
in among the numerous small Islands that lie 
to the eastward ; and us she happened to get 
iata good anchorage, Oapt, Mount prudently 
waited for daylight; 

The steamer Reliance came down from 
Yulu on Friday niitbt, with -40 passengets. 

The lhilish Columbian says preit*. distress 
exists among the workmen defrauded by Op- 
penheirmr. 

The Assizes at Now Westminster had ter- 
minated. In the caso ol Pragger v. Parrel, 
the jury returned a verdict for the full amount 
claimed, lu Cranlord v. Wright, the jury 
were discharged without coming 10 on agree- 
ment. Messrs. King und McCteight 
lmve withdrawn their names n3 practising 
barristers in Judge It eg bio's Court, in conse- 
quence of a disagreement with thut learned 
function iry. 

Tllfl Messrs-; Cranford have been arrested 
and sent to jail, under a judgment obtained 
ugaiust them by Wright at the lust Lillooet 
Assizu-s. 

Tub Hacks. — A vast assemblage of people 
congregated together 011 Saturday hist upon 
Beacon Mill, to witness the much talked of 
chariot race between Mr. Bell and Mux Ir- 
win. At the hour appointed, two o'clock, 
these gentlemen were seen driving up the 
course at full speed towards the stand, their 
gaily decorated teams exciting much interest 
amongst the crowd, and creating quite a 
rush to scan their appearance and outfit. 
There is nothing very novel or .striking about 
the chariots, and to Americans, especially, 
they were not strange sights. The horses 
were strong cobs, such as may be seen daily 
going through our streets, and were nut be- 
yond the average of working horses in good 
luokt and condition. On arriving at the 
Stand-house, we found considerable betting 
going on, but to our surprise learned that it 
was on a race which was not on the card,' 1 
and which seemed to engross all the interest 
and excite the sporting fraternity to the 
highest pitch, to the exclusion of the other 
and now minor race of the meeting. The 
names of the horses which were to take pari 
in the forthcoming struggle, wo soon learned 
to be the celebrated " Pegleg," and " Silver 
tail,'' whose triumphs nn this course in for- 
mer trials had emboldened their owners to 
match them for 85O0 to run a distance of 
f)U0 yards. We must say, after witnessing 
the result, that the owners showed great skid 
and science in match making, and must have 
carefully measured the speed and power ol 
endurance possessed by their respective ani- 
mals. About half-past two o'clock the horses 
vera brought to the post, and, after a fair 
stait, they raced head and hoad till within a 
yard of the winning score, when " Silverlail " 
just came out, ana landed her backers' money 
by the shortest of heads. Both horses were 
■well ridden, and the contest was the closest 
ever witnessed on this course. The winner 
i3 a light roan mare, and has a fine slashing 
appearance, and her success we believe was 
looked upon as a, certainty before the race 
came off. After the former struggle was over, 
and the judges had given their decision in 
favor of Silverlail/' the crowd wended their 
'way towards the starting place for the tiext 
race, und if it did not excite the most interest, 
it at least created more fun than its prede- 
cessor. The distance to be run was once 
round the course — a little more, than a mile. 
The favorite comedian steered hU own ''old 
'orses," Mr. Hell's being entrusted to an ex- 
perienced hand. The blurt was even, but 
immediately after it took place Bell's horoes 
advanced to the front, and taking a cotnmmd- 
ing lead, were never approached until they 
triumphantly passed the winning post, several 
lengths before the others. Max did not seem 
much chagrined by his defeat, and We have 
no doubt would risk a trial again with "any 
other man " who may desire to enter the lists 
against him. The Chief of Police and several 
of his men were present on the ground, but 
their services were not required, the crowd 
dispersing, without the slightest disturbance, 
or manifesting any ill-feeling throughout die 
whole procedings. 

Victoria Theatre. — This institution was 
crammed full on Saturday evening, being 
Miss Mitchell's benefit night. The principal 
piece of the evening was the great historical 
drama of the Jewess ; and we must say that 
it was the occasion of bringing out some of the 
best acting of the whole season. The wdiole 
performance was received with the greatest 
applause. To-night the beautiful drama of 
Judith of Geneva will bo bioughl out for the 
first lime in this city, Miss Mitchell taking 
her great character of Judith. The part of 
La Vogue by Mr. Waldron ; Miss Divine 
appearing as Rose. Messrs. Oransbaw, Tha- 
yer and Haveluck will also appear. The 
groat dancer, Cariboo Ned, and the Klhio- 
pian commeJian, Max Irwin will perform, The 
evening's entertainment will conclude with 
the Hal Masque, with the characters local- 
ized, Mr. Mortimer personating the Hi/ass 
Tijhct, King Freezy. 

The RosBDALB. — This ship was towed into 
port by the Otter yesterday at 8 o'clock, a. m. 
By applying a number of blankets, &c., to 
the rent in her bottom on Saturday, the leak 
was partially stopped, and by. a vigorous use 
of pumps, the hold was in a great measure 
freed Itom water. SI10 was then mado fust 
alongside the Otter and towed into the slip 
at the Hudson Hay Company's wharf, where 
she now lies. A large number of men have 
been employed at the pumps since she was 
brought in, and as her stem is aground at 
nearly high tide it is. supposed that at low 
water her bottom will be sufficiently exposed 
to allow the leak to be. got nt! The damage 
has been foUUtl to ho less serious than was at 
fir.-t supposed, and the agents arc confident 
that in a very short time she will Bo agaiff" 
afloat, as staunch anil trim as ever. 

The Championship ok England. — The 
fight between Mace and King for the cham- 
pionship cam* off on the 2o'lh Nov., and re- 
sulted in the success of the hitter. In the 21st 
round King administered a terriffiu blow to 
Ids antagonist which rendered him insensible, 
and from the effect of which ho was unable 
to come to time, King was accordingly de- 
clared the victor, in their former encounter 
Mace was the winner, and in the present bat- 
tle the fighting was altogether in favor of 
Mace until the last round, when the physical 
strength alone of King, gained the mastery 
over the scientific and hitherto invincible 
Mace.

Fatal Accident. — Mr. Peter Joseph Sehl, 
brother of Mr. Jacob Sehl, furniture dealer 
on Uoverument street, was most unfortunately 
killed nt Spoke, on Saturday' morning last, 
by the accidental discharge of Ids own gun.

Frank, and an intimate friend who had worked

His body was 
warm; and the features so unaltered mat at 
first they could not believe that he was dead. 
Deceased's gun was discovered lying inside 
tho cabin, with one bairel recently discharged ; 
and a large wound on the left b eait, together 
with the lact of the clothes immediately near 
tho same being very much sotirt h 'U, ex- 
plained at onco the eauso of his untimely 
death. Deceased's brother and companion 
immediately siurted for Victoria, nod reached 
town about 4 o'clock, yesterday morning 
The Coroner wi I hold an inquest upon the 
body this day at 2 p. m., and the funeral will 
take place at half past three from the house 
of Mr. J. Sehl, on Government street, which 
sympathizing friends are invited to attend. 
Deceased was a native of the city of Ooblcntz, 
in Prussia, and camo to these colonies from 
California about two years since ; ho was in 
the prime of life, bciny HO years of ago.

Tho trail around the head of the Hay, 
about three miles from the settlement, which 
had been overflowed by the tide, was still in 
the same state — nothing hud been doro to it. 
Farming operations nre still being carried on 
in the settlement. 

The New Brkwk.hv.— The now brewery, 
in preparation for tho erection of which 
ground has already been broken, will be situ- 
ated.near the residence of Mr. Trounce, in the 
roar of the Government buildings. Mr. A. 
J. Welch will be sole proprietor. He intends 
thut the plant and nnterial shull be upon the 
English principle, the process of manufacture 
throughout to be carried on by machinery. 
Mr. 10. Cocker has already commenced to 
make the boiler for the works, and orders for 
the machinery have beeu forwarded to Sun 
Francisco. 

Hawaiian Islands. — Our advices arc to 
tho 18lh November last. Several business 
houses in Honolulu were burned down on the 
morning of the 10th Nov. The estimated loss 
was SI 3,000 on which there was no insurance. 
Since the discovery ol the Hawaiian [stands 
in 1778, by Capt. Cnok, the population has 
fallen from 400,000 to 70,000 in 1860. Va- 
rious epidemics mid intemperance aie the chief 
causes assigned for the melting away of the 
native race. The former ministers nf the 
King were called upon by His Majesty to 
resume their places. 

Another Case.— On Saturday afternoon, 
a wagon convoying a huge block of stone, 
weighing about fi tons was proceeding up Fort 
street, when the near wheel sunk up to the 
hub in mud into the excavation made by 
the gas company. Several hours elapsed 
before the vehicle could bo extricated ; and 
die services of jack-screws had to bo em- 
ployed befoie the desired end was accom- 
plished. 

The Electoral Vote. — The feeling ol 
the citizens of Victoria with regard to the 
proposed municipal loan, hac proved to he 
entirely in favor of supporting the Council's 
endeavors to procure £5,000 for immediate 
use in improving the highwafs of the city. 
At the closing of the books last Saturday 
afternoon, 74 voles were declared in favor ol 
the loan and 5 against It. 

G ratify"! NO. — A deputation, consisting of 
two marines and two sailors from H. M. S. 
Hecate, waited upon tho Rev. Clius. T. Wood, 
last Friday, to present him with a handsome 
bible from the ship's company, as a testimo- 
nial of their appreciation of his voluntary ser- 
vices as occasional chaplain on boaid that 
vessel. This acknowledgment from the gal- 
lant crew of the vessel, which starts for home 
this morning, was as unexpected as it 
was gratifying. 

The Itobert Lowe. and Tynemoutli 
have been sold by Mr. Lindsay, to parties in 
San Francisco who intend running a line ol 
lir.-t-cluss steamers between that city and 
Hongkong. They will only stop at Kanega- 
wa and Honolulu, on their passage across the 
Pacific. Ill addition to the vessels mentioned 
above, the company have also purchased an- 
other fine steamer'called the Scotland. 

Arrival oe the Mail Steamer. — The 
Sierra Nevada arrived In Esquimalt harbor 
on Saturday, nigjit at 9:30, p. ITL. bringing 30 
passengers, and a •fenera^cargo of about SO 
tons of merchandise.

OPENING OF THE CAMPAIGN 
UNDER BURN SIDE. 

GREAT BATTLE AT FREDERICKS- 
BURG! 

Chicago, Dec. 13. — Tho accounts of the 
surrender of Federal loops at Ilartsville, 
Tenn., some days since, are meagre. Our 
loss was 87 killed, 1 20 wounded, and 1,300 
taken prisoners. Three wagon loads of mus- 
kets were afterwards recovered from thu 
enemy by a force sent in pursuit; but they 
succeeded in carrying off about 31) wagons 
and teams. The rebel loss was •it). The 
cause of tho disaster was tho incapacity of 
the commander to handle his troops, although 
personally they acted bravely. Two of the 
regiments were composed of new troops. 

Washington, Dec. 12.— Official informa- 
tion just communicated warrants the asser- 
tion that the French Government has no idea 
of prosecuting any further their proposition 
for an armistice or mediation. 

New Youk, December 12.— The Time's Was- 
hington special despatch asserts positively that 
Governor Hamilton of Texas sailed with Oca. 
Hank's expedition.

Washington, Dec. 12. — Tour unsuccess- 
I11I attempts made to construct a bridge 
across the river yesterday, and each time the 
engineers were driven back by a gulling fire 
from the rebel sharpshooters, who were e- 
sconscd safely in rifle-pits within 15 or 20 feet 
of tho live)* edge, and below the range of 
our artillery. At 3 o'clock in the alien. 0011 
an enfilading fire was ope ned oil the rebel 
ride pits, which was stioeOseful in driving the 
sharpshooters from them. During the day 
the rebels, with great stubbornness, kept 
within the city, and at limes parties could be 
seen going from point to point ut double 
quick. The carnage amongst them cannot 
but bo fearful, as our artillery constantly 
ranged the streets with shell, sburpnoll, and 
grape. 

AaoiA CnKEK, Dee. 11, Midnight.— Intel- 
ligence Irom the front to-night states that 
our forces have crossed the river, and are now 
in possession of Fredericksburg, there being 
a steady lire Irom thu batteries on the right. 
Wo succeeded in driving tho rebels from 
their rifle pits on the river's edge, therein 
permitting an easy and rapid construction oi 
the pontoon bridges. 

A special Washington despatch says :— 
Private advices, which were received last 
night from Frcdericksbtirir.il, sny the greater 

Rappahannock river solely, throwing out 
pickets to those of Hooker's nt Fredericks- 
burgh. Although the city is on lire in several 
places, it is thought ihat most of the buildings 
will be saved. The enemy skirmished all 
day with Franklin's udvance, hut fell back 
gradually. Their movements arc insignifi 
cant. 

(Jen. Park telegraphed last night : Wo nre 
in lull possession ol Fredericksburg. Our 
troops tire crossing rapidly, and the whole 
army will be over uad ready to engage the 
enemy to-morrow. 

At half-past 4 o'clock, two bridges were 
finished, and the trosps began immediately to 
cross over. The enemy was driven from the 
city back to his line of works. A sufftciont 
force is now on' the opposite side of the river 
to resist any attack that can bo made. 

LoursviLLK. Dec. 12.— Advices havejust 
been received from the headquarters of the 
army of '.he Mississippi, which state that 
there are apprehensions of an immediate 
movement in Tennessee. Morgan is seven 
miles north of Murfreesboro. organizing for 
another ruid into Kentucky. 

Washington, Dec. 11. — Con. Meagher was 
wounded in yesterday's battle. 

Washington, Dec. 12. — A despatch from 
tho headquarters of the Army of the Poto- 
mac lust night describes the lire from our 
artillery on Fredericksburg as terrible. The 
shot and shell went through the houses, set- 
ting thern oil Bra in many cases causing a 
dense smoke, which, together with the ex- 
plosion ol so large a quantity ol powder, al- 
most hid the city from view. It soon became 
evident thai the brideo could not be built 
but by a bold dash. Volunteers were called 
for to cross in small bouts, and hundreds step- 
ped forward. About 100 weie selected, and 
wore soon on the way, while the artillery on 
our side threw a perfect storm of iron liai, on 
the opposite side. Our men reuched the op- 
posite chore, noi without some less, anil with 
fixed buynots rushed on the enemy, killing 
several and taking a number of prisoners. 

Headquarters Army or the Potomac, 
Dec. 13—11 P, M. — The fog disappear early 
in the forenoon, affording an unobstructed 
view of our own and the rebel positions. It 
being evident that the first ridge of hills, in 
the rear ol the city, on which the enemy bad 
their guns posted behind works, could not be 
carried except by an infantry charge. Cen. 
Sumner assigned that duty to' (leu. French's 
division, which was supported by Gen. How- 
ard's troops. They advanced to their works 
10 minutes before 12 at. a brisk tun, The 
enemy's guns opened upon them a very rapid 
fire, and w hen within musket range, at the 
base of the tidge, our troops were met by a 
terrible fire fium tho rebel infantry, which 
were posted behind a stone wall and some 
houses i 111 111 dialely on the right ol the 
line. This checked thu advance of OUJ men, 
and they fell back ton small ravine, but not 
out of musket ruugo. At this time another 
body of men moved to their ssxistuneo in 
splendid style. Notwithstanding, large gap3 
were made in their ranks by the rebel artil- 
lery, w hen nn- troops arrived at the lirstline 
of rebel defences, they double-quicked, and 
with fixed bayonets, endeavored to dislodge 
the rebels from their hiding placos. The 
concentrated lire of the rebel's artillery and 
infantry, which our men wen: forced to face, 
was too much lor them, ami (he centre gave 
way i.i disorder* but afterwards wire ral- 
lied and brought back. From thut lima the 
lire was Spiritedly carried ou, und never 
ceased until alter dai k. 

Oen Franklin, who commanded the attack- 
on the left, met with better success, lie 
succeeded, after a hard day's fight, in driving 
the rebels nbout one mile. At one lime the 
rebels advanced to attack hint, but were 
handsomely repulsed with terrible slaughter 
and loss of between J00 and 500 prisoners, 
belonging to Qen. A. P. Hill's division. 
Gen. Franklin's movement wns directed dorvn 
the river, and his troops are encamped to- 
night not lor from Manapouix Oicek, Oar 
troops sleep to-night where they fought to- 
day. The dead and wounded are being car- 
ried frotn the field. 

Among tho officers killed and wounded 
are the following: General Jackson, of the 
Pennsylvania Reserves, killed; Uen. Uayard, 
struck in the ihigh by a shell and afterwards 
died ; General Vinton, wounded in the side, 
(not seriously) ; Gen. Gibbons, wounded in 

the hand ; Geu. Caldwell, wounded in two 
place.-., (not seriously); Col. Sinclair, ol the 
Pennsylvania Reserves, wounded seriously ; 
Capt. Ho'idricksoti, Commanding the 8th N. 
Y. Regiment, wounded j Col. Cross, of the 
5lh Xew Hampshire, wounded ; tho Major 
and Adjutant of the same regiment were 
killed. 

The musketry flring ceased about o'clock, 
but the rebels continued throwing shells into 
tho city until 8 o'clock. The rebel position 
is as follows : Longstreel on their left, hold- 
ing tlifl main works ; Generuls A. P. Hill 
and StonewallJaokson aro in front of Frank- 
lin, Jackson's right resting on the Rappahan- 
nock, with Hill's force acting as a reserve. 
Burnside will renew tho buttle at daylight in 
the morning. Our troops are in excellent 
spirits. 

Washington, Dec. 13.— The Federal forces 
again occupy Dumfries. The number of the 
rebel cavalry making the ruid yesterday, was 
about 1000 or 1500. 

Washington, Dec. 14. — It is thought here 
that about -10,000 or our troops were engaged 
In yesterday's battle. From information re- 
ceived early this morning, propositions we>o 
making all night for the conflict to-day, 
Burnside remaining on the held, giving orders 
nod looking to the position und condition of 
his troops. Additional surgeons, and every- 
thing which tho necessities of our wounded 
require, have been despatched from Washing- 
ton -

Nkw Youk, Dec. 14.— The Utrald'a dis- 
patch from headquarters of thu uriny lad 
night, says that (leu. Franklin's litre moved 
forward at sunrise. Shortly afterwards tho 
rebel battery opened on the lino, and the 9th 
Militia was ordered to charge ; but aficr a 
fierce struggle, thov wimc compelled to retire. 
The remainder of that brigade, under Gen. 
Tyler, then charged on thu battery and the 
fight became general. On the extreme left 
the cannonading was terrific, although our 
troops suffered but little from it. uruduully 
the light extended round to the right; About 
10 o'clock Goc. Sumner's troops engaged the 
enemy at tho bad. ot the city. The battle 
ruged furious until dark. The enemy occupy- 
ing the woods and hills, had a very advanta- 
geous position, but were driven back on their 
right a rnilo and 11 halt early in the day.

Nashville, Deo. 12.— Gen. Stanley with 
strong cavalry force, left the from yesterday 
by the Franklin turnpike. During the day 
he fought a considerable number of rjbel I 
cavalry. This morning he mudo a dash into 
Franklin, but was sharply resisted by me 
rebels firing from houses. He succeeded in I 
driving the rebels Irom the town, and des- 
troyed several flouring mills and other pro- 
pert)' uselul to rebels. Tho enemy's loss was j 
5 kiiled, lo wounded and 12 captured. Gen. [ 
Stanley also took a large lot of horses. The 
expedition returned to-night without having 
losi a num. 

There is a heavy rebel force near Nolans- 
ville, another at Murfreesboio, and a consid- 
erable force this side of Nolan's On ok. The 
entire number of the enemy is estimated at 
70,000. 

Gov. Brown ol Georgia, aoting under au- 
thority of the Legislature, seized $500,000 
worlh of goods in Augusta, for the u : e of the 
soldiers, to be paid for ut reasonable rotes. 

CHICAGO, Dee. 15. — The following is be- 
lieved to bo nearly co.reet us to the number 
of our army ut Fredericksburg: Hooker's 
corps, about 50.000 ; Franklin's is on the 
left and Sumner on the right, each with an 
equal number, (50,000) ; Bigol, with 25,000, 
is advancing ou the centre ; and Sloeum. 
with 25.000, is executing a flank movement 
on the enemy's left; in all, 100,000. 

Washington, Dec. 15. — Up to midnight 
no intelligence of importance has been re- 
ceived from the Army of the Potomac. Theie 
was occasional firing during the night, but it 
was of iittle consequence in results. 

Nkw York, Dec. 15. — Of Saturday's fight 
tho Herald's correspondence say : The bat- 
tie raged fiercely throughout the evening. Al- 
ter dark thu lighting 111 our immediate front 
and right, and bey und Fredericksburg, was 
carried on by Sumner's grand division. 
Shortly after 9 o'clock, Gen. Couch's corps 
moved out from the upper part of the city 
with a strong dclacbineut of skirmishers. 
The enemy yielded gradually, hot contested 
our progress with great stllbOomilCSS, and for 
s iinu time the rattle of musketry wits inces 
sunt. At the same time (his movement was 
commenced, thu batteries ol tho division, 
which were stationed on the blulfs acres- tho 
river, opened with shell to cover our advance. 
The rebel inlantry having fallen back to 
their first line of intreiichments, their batter- 
ies opened with a vigorous and rapid lire upon 
our columns, which brought ilium lo a tem- 
porary halt. For some lime our artillery on 
the blolls kept up a fiio on the rebel batteries 
with considerable success, and the rebel bat- 
tery on Taylor's Hill (nearly opposite Fal- 
mouth) was finally silenced. Dining all this 
time the rebel artillery was entirely devoted 
to shelling our advance Soon after the 
whole ooips deployed into lino of baitle and 
moved forward to attack and storm the rebel 
right batteries, while from the enemy's but- 
teries a terrible shower of shell, grape ami 
schrapnel tore through our bleeding runks. 
Notwithstanding ttiis, they steadily pushed 
on to the idle pits, within a short distance 
of the first line of entrenchments. They 
drove the rebels Irom die former, making 
prisoners of some, while the remainder look 
shelter behind their entrenchments, This 
was accomplished after most long and heroic 
eliorts, under 11 gulling and murderous fire. 
Unable to stand against this terrible lire they 
finally returned in good order, currying away 
their wounded to their original line of pickets, 
thus holding the ground they first occupied, 
after having beeu six hours under lire. 

AnMY of tub Potomac, December In — 
There was considerable firing yes'erday be- 
tween the advance of both armies. The 
rebels showed a disposition to move against 
Franklin's forces, but did not. We had some 
siiarp skirmishing this morning, with coiisid- 
eruble artillery tiring. The weather to day 
is clear and warm, and the roads are in very 
good condition. The position of tho armies 
remain nearly the same. There is but little 
artillery filing this afternoon by either party. 
The enemy, who aro in plain view, aro en- 
gaged 111 strengthening their funs. About 
700 prisoners have been taken s.nce our army 
crossed the river. 

Washington, Dec. 15.— On Wednesday 
evening our gunboats ut Port Royal, 27 mix's 
from Fredericksburg, were fired into by a 
re bo I battery, supposed to number 20 guns, 
The firing was rapid and Continued nil sun 
down, when the battery was silenced, 
next morning the gunboat again open 
the batteries, but received no response, 
loss was two killed and three wounded.
